Claims 9, 1 1, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as filing to 
comply with the enablement and written description requirements, as well as 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 
second paragre^h, for being indefinite. AMiough Applicants do not necessarily agree with the 
rejections, Applicants respectfully submit that these claims have been canceled fit)m the preset 
invention, such that the rejection is now moot. 

n. Rejection under 35 U.S.C. §1 02 

Claims 4 and 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by CHnter 
(US 5,892,900). Although Applicants do not necessarily agree with the rejections, Applicants 
respectfully submit that claims 9-12 have been canceled fix>m the present invention, and claim 4 
as amended now depends fix)m newly presented claim 13, instead of canceled claim 10, such ttiat 
the rejection is now moot. 

m. Amendment to the Claims

and are not intended to alter the scope of the claims or limit any equivalents thereof. The 
amendments are supported by the specification and do not add new matter. 
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IV. Newly Presented Ctaiim 

Claim 13 has been added to cover different aspects of the present invention. In 
particular, this claim recites a processing unit that perfonns not only application search and 
execution steps, but also perfonns charge calculation and settlement steps. This is done without 
involving the application service providers. Such limitations are not disclosed or suggested by 
Ginter, This claim is supported by the specification and does not add new matter. Applicants 
therefore respectfully request consideration of newly presented claim 13.
